Two mail cars were de­ 
livered here two weeks ago and the 
balance of the equipment is expect­ 
ed within the next month. 


The new coaches will be placed in 
the service between Cincinnati and 
Chicago 
They represent the latest 
ideas in c a r building. 
The cars are 
steel and concrete throughout, 
the 
only wood 
being 
in 
the 
window 
fram es. 
The passenger 
ears 
aro 
sixty feet in length, 
are 
of 
steel 
both inside and out and the 
floors 
are of concrete. 
The cars are sa n ­ 
itary throughout and were built at a 
cost 
o f $13,000 
each. 
They 
art* 
painted in a dark drab color. 


The cars are electrically lighted, 
each e a r carrying its own dynamo. 
The light* will burn fo r tw enty-four 
hours when the 
cars 
are standing 
still.

night over the Big Four from Jeffer­ 
sonville and tran sferred to the C. I. 


& \V. this morning. 
The ears were 
placed on a switch n ear the passen­

A Bungled Campaign. 
(Muneie Press.) 
Governor Hiram Johnson says that 
his followers voted against Hughes 
for President because of the failure 
of himself and followers to be intro­ 
duced to the Republican presiden­ 
tial candidate while lie wras in Cali­ 
fornia. 
They must think a presiden­ 
tial campaign is a social function. 
This much will have to be admit 
ted. The journey of Hughes to Cali 
fornia, taken against the advice ot 
men experienced in campaign man 
agement, was an inexcusable and, a$ 
it turns out ,a fatal error. To go in­ 
to California at a time wdien a fac­ 
tional primary fight was raging was 
certainly going a long ways to look 
for trouble. 
If Mr. Hughes bad fol­ 
lowed the example of McKinley anc 
Harrison, and done his campaigning 
from his porch at Bridgehampton, 
L. I., making two or three well con­ 
sidered and carefully prepared ut­ 
terances each week to visitiug dele­ 
gations, he would easily have been 
elected. 
Governor Hughes’ retirement from 
active affairs had put a sort of halo 
around him, and his campaign trips 
dispelled it. 
These trips, too, were 
badly managed. 
It $eemed to be the 
idea of those w ho wrere running them 
that the escorts of party leaders and 
others 
to get in 
touch with 
Mr. 
Hughes were 
impudent 
intrusions. 
The governor of South Dakota, the 
national 
committeeman 
from 
the 
state, 
and 
other 
parly 
leaders 
were 
so 
illy treated during Mr. 
Hughes trip across that state that 
they left the train. 
The California 
tour was bungled, but it should never 
hive been undertaken 
during the 
progress of a primary campaign in 
the first place, 
it seems remarkable 
that thousands of grown men should 
have voted against Hughes because 
errors made by others in the man­ 
agement of a campaign trip, but, ac­ 
cording to Governor Johnson, just* 


this high and holy motive controlled 
the votes of many thousands of his 
“proud, sensitive, discriminating, in­ 
dependent and educated follow'ers— 
we quote Governor Johnson in de­ 
scribing them. It may be that some­ 
body’s 1920 presidential aspirations 
had something to do w7ith the case. 
One goo.d term 
deserves 
another. 
Governor Hughes looked 
hopelessly 
healthy ,and it’s a long way to 1924. 
Another comedy, or rather tragedy 
of errors, was the Hughes woman’s 
campaign 
committee 
and 
special 
train. 
Those in charge of it took 
great pains to advertise to the coun­ 
try before the train started that the 
tour was financed by the Vanderbilt, 
Astor, Iiavermeyer, Harriman, Mor­ 
gan and other families whose names 
are well known as members of the 
Newport Four Hundred. 
This v£ry 
naturally was seized upon by dem­ 
agogue papers as evidence that the 
plutocracy was for Hughes. 
Many 
multi-millionaires helped finance the 
Wilson campaign, but 
their names 
were not paraded in the papers. The 1 
Hughes woman’s train was meat for 
he Democratic 
press agents, 
and 
they made the most of it. 
The chief error of Republican cam­ 
paign management, however, was the 
effort to make international issues 
paramount. This was due principal­ 
ly to the influence of Colonel Roose­ 
velt, wTho was of very great help to 
the Republican cause in some ways 
and did much harm in others. 
Col­ 
onel Roosevelt decried the “belly is­ 
sues,’’ as he denominated the tariff 
question, 
it soon became evident, 
however, that the appeal on inter­ 
national issues was going over the 
heads of the people, and the vigor of 
Colonel Roosevelt’s attacks upon Mr. 
Wilson's foreign policies only gave 
substance to the silly contention that 
President Wilson had kept us out of 
war and Mr. Hughes would get us in. 
The German vote was alieniated by 
the charge 
that Colonel 
Roosevelt 
wrould be Hughes’ secretary of state, 
although the slightest thought wrould 
convince any one that Colonel Roose­ 
velt w'ouid not for a moment consider 
playing 
second 
fiddle in 
anyone’s 
cabinet. 
When Mr. Fairbanks, the 
vice presidential nominee, made do­ 
mestic issues the keynote of his ac­ 
ceptance speech, the management of 
the Republican publicity W ould noli 
touch the speech w’ith a ten-foof 
pole. 
Yet if the lines of that utter­ 
ance had been followed 
in the Re­ 
publican campaign, Mr. Hughes would 
be president-elect today. 
The mis­ 
take w'as recognized before the cam­ 
paign was over ,but the real situation 
had to be forced on wen who ought 
to have been able to grasp it w ithout 
being compelled to recognize and act 
upon the facts. 


If Mr. Hughes had stayed at home, 
giving the time and strength that was 
devoted to traveling about the coun­ 
try to 
deliberate 
consideration of 
campaign strategy, calling to him 
represenatives of all elements of the 
party for consultation, and making 
during the course of the campaign 
fifteen or twenty carefully prepared 
speeches, and if the publicity de­ 
partment of the national organization 
had focused itself upon two or three 
dominating domestic issues, such as 
public extravagance, the high cost ot 
living incident to speculative pros­ 
perity, and the certainty of the re­ 
turn of 1914 conditions after the war 
under the 
existing tariff 
law7, the 
campaign would have been easy sail­ 
ing. 
The opportunity was butchered 
however, to make a Wilson holiday b y 
well meaning persons lacking in ex 
penenee and practical knowledge of 
politics, and who were suspicious of 
all advice which came from 
those 
who had been tainted by association 
with party activities in previous cam­ 
paigns. To this may have been add­ 
ed some bad advice based upon some­ 
thing else beside an un-hyphenated 
anxiety for 
immediate Republican 
success, and some disloyalty based 
upon interest in future party control.
